A Paper-Making Primer. 





Q. What late changes or improvements 
have been made on the Fourdinier section of 
the paper-making machine? 

A. Although the mixing-box and screen do 
not exclusively belong to the Fourdrinier sec- 
tion, changes, of late years, have been made 
to meet the requirements of its increased ca- 
pacity ; therefore, they deserve notice here. 
Originally, one small screen was more than 
sufficient to screen all of the pulp required ; but, 
as the capacity of the machine was developed, 
it became necessary to also increase the capa- 
city of the screen ; this was done by making 


it larger, heavier and stronger ; which served | 


the purpose up to a certain point ; but it soon 
became apparent to paper makers that ad- 
ding to its size, beyond this point, not only 
did not increase its capacity but was detri- 
mental to it. Two screens of the same large 
and heavy pattern were then 
but gave satisfaction.

This is more important than it 
seems at first sight ; the fall of fourinches from 
the vat to the breast induced a strong current 
toward the first slice, by which it was sudden- 
ly checked ; this created counter currents and 
eddies, which in turn were the cause of thin 
streaks in the paper as it formed on the wire, 
and it was difficult to adjust the flow and the 
slices so as to avoid this, but with the new 
arrangement—the opening in the vat being a 
little lower than the wire cloth—the currents 
and eddies are not formed, but the pulp flows 
from the vat in an even uniform stream.

The drawing illustrates the design of a 
beating engine for paper-stock, the purpose 
of which is to secure a more rapid and vigor- 
ous circulation of the stock in the process of 
reduction, The roll is placed at one end of

pearance, because when the rods hang free 
and true and support the levers at right angles 
the greatest power is developed, hence, if the 
rod at one end of the roll is interfered with by 
the frame or water-pipe, and the lever is at a 
different angle from the one on the other end, 


| the pressure will be different on each end, 


which will cause trouble in drying and calen- 
dering the paper. 

Q. What is the best method of managing 
the press-felts so that the paper will be pressed 
firm and dry without taking the marks of the 
felt ? 

A. When the paper leaves the wire it is still 
full of water, and is quite soft and conse- 


quently in good condition to receive the im- | 


pression of the material upon which it is 
pressed ; therefore, it is to be couched as dry 
as possible, and pressed upon a clean dry felt 
with a moderate pressure. The felt should be 
fine enough to prevent marks, but open enough 


tain it, and the other part of the tub is divided 
by a horizontal partition or division which ex- 
tends from the roll nearly to the other end. 
The material to be pulped is carried around 
by the roll and is delivered into the upper sec- 
tion above the partition, It flows over the 
partition, then passes down around the end of 
the same and returns through the lower section 
of the vat tothe roll. The bed-plate is placed at 
the bottom of the vat under the roll. The roll 
not only draws in the material, creating a partial 
vacuum in the lower section of the vat, but 
delivers it into the upper section with con- 
siderable force, impelling it forward very rap- 
idly. By the aid of this more rapid as well 
as more vigorous circulation, the material is 
not only returned more quickly, and therefore 
acted upon by the roll in the

in large measure destroyed ; secondly, in the 
greater quantity of pulp which can be prepared 
in a medium of given size, owing to the larger 
proportion of fibrous material in the charge, 
and thirdly, in avoiding the liability of the 
fibrous material depositing out of the liquid

Figure 1 is a plan of the engine with a part 
of the casing or vat removed; fig. 2, a vertical 
longitudinal section. 

The cylindrical roll A, provided with knives 
B set radially in the periphery, is mounted 
concentrically on the shaft C, which is jour- 
naled in the sides of the tub D. The tub is 
of any suitable length, and in depth about 
equals the diameter of the roll, which is set in ; 
the tub close to one end of the same. The 
ends of the tub are rounded. The roll is 
slightly eccentric to the curvature of the end 
of the vat, in order to give a 
clearance (see fig. 2) and allow the 
crude pulp to be lifted with less 
difficulty. 

The bed-plate knives E are pee 
in the shoe F, which is fixed in or 
to the bottom of the tub under the 
roll. The knives are separated by 
strips or blocks, G, of wood or other | 
suitable material, and a number of 
these knives and strips are fastened 
together by a curved bolt or rivet.’ 
As shown, the knives on each side 
of the middle are fastened together. 
The shoe F has flanges I, which 
are radial with respect to the axis 
of the roll, and form a dovetail. 
The two sets of knives with their 
spacing strips are placed in the 
dovetail, and are spread apart by 
the wedges K and L. Those 
marked K are of wood ; the wedge 
L of iron. The wedges K are first 
inserted, and the wedge L is driven 
between them. When the bed-plate 
knives become worn they can be set 
out by withdrawing the wedges, 
and placing strips or pieces under 
the knives. Asthey are set out 
the two sets are drawn toward each 
other, owing to the inclination of 
the flanges I, and it is necessary therefore to 
plane off a little of the wooden wedges before 
replacing them and the iron wedge. The bed- 
plate knives are placed radially with respect to 
the axis of the beater-roll, and are adjusted in 
nearly radial planes. The shaft of the roll turns 
in close boxes, and its ends are furthur provid- 
ed with collars M in order to make the joint 
liquid-tight. Any ordinary or suitable means 
can be used to adjust the shaft of the roll. 
Between the roll and the opposite end of 
the tub is the horizontal partition N, which ex- 
tends to within a short distance of the end of 
the vat. There is an upright inclined plate, 
P, which is brought at the upper edge into 
close proximity to the beater-knives, but does 
not touch the same. The tub is provided with 
the usual valve for withdrawing the pulp and 
also with the pipe for supplying water. In 
the sides of the tub opposite the ends of the 
bed-plate knives are curved 


slots, through 
which the knives and wedges can be inserted 
and withdrawn. In operation these slots are 
closed by blocks of corresponding shape so as 
to fit the hole. The blocks are held in place 
by the plates R, which are bolted over the slots 
after the blocks have been put in place. 

In operation the stock drawn between the 
knives is carried up by the roll, and thrown 
over the edge of the plate P. It flows around 
the partition N with considerable velocity and 
returns again and again to be acted upon by 
the knives. The roll is revolved until the 
pulp is properly reduced.

Reclaiming Soda. 





The principal expense incurred in the 
manufacture of chemical fibre by the alkali 
process is for caustic soda. If the quantity 
of this chemical employed can be rediiced to a 
minimum, and the major portion of it recov- 
ered by economical means, the question of 
cost might be considered settled and the fibre 
produced at a low price and of good quality. 
The expense of reclaiming the soda consists 
of—1. The cost of constructing and main- 
taining the apparatus necessary to save and 
store the liquor; 2. The cost of the furnaces 
and apparatus for evaporation and incinera- 
tion; 3. Fuel; 4. Labor. The work to be 
done 1s to evaporate the solution until a pel- 
licle is formed, when it is transferred to the 
incinerating furnace, where it is burned to a 
cinder. This is a plain and simple matter, 
and it seems as though a mistake could not be 
made as to the means to be employed, viz,, an 
evaporator consisting of a furnace and evap- 
orating pans, so arranged that the largest pos- 
sible amount of the heat can be utilized for 
evaporating purposes, and an incinerating fur- 
nace containing also a limited evaporating sur- 
face for the purpose of utilizing the heat from the 
burning soda. In practice, however, a serious 
mistake is generally made by attempting to 
make the incinerating furnace do more than 
any one furnace can do. First, there is the 
furnace where the coal fire is made, back of it 
and a little higher is the incinerator, which 
may be anywhere from 20 to 80 feet long, 
according to the judgment or lack of judgment 
in the builder—the greater the length of the 
furnace the less judgment is shown. The 
evaporating pans and tanks are located over 
the furnace, and the heat, on its way to the 
chimney, passes over and under them, and is 
supposed to evaporate the solution which they 
contain. The word ‘‘supposed” is used be- 
cause there is more supposition than reality 
about this method of evaporation. This will 
be best understood by a detailed account of 
the actual process, as it is performed in one of 
these furnaces, 

An incinerating furnace, 40 feet long and 
7 feet wide, is considered a good size by those 
who believe in this system. A pan or tank, 9 
feet wide, 20 feet long and, say, 4 feet deep, is 
placed on the top of the first half of the fur- 
nace ; the walls of the second half are built up 
8 feet higher than the furnace proper, forming 
an upper chamber. Two pans, 12 inches deep, 
7 feet wide and 16 feet long, are located—one 
2 feet above the other—inside of the uppe1 
chamber ; another tank of the same dimen 
sions as the first is placed on the top of the 
walls. We have thus two tanks for the 
double purpose of storage and evapora- 
tion outside, and two pans inside for evap- 
oration only. The operation is as follows : 
The tanks and pans are all full of liquor, and 
a charge of soda is being drawn; the heat 
is intense, and the draft being obtained by the 
blast of a fan-blower the flames are forced 
out at every open door and blown into the 
faces of the men who are drawing the charge 
or manipulating the yet unburned ash; this 
heat is, of course, all lost for evaporating 
purposes or for burning any soda beyond the 
door at which it escapes, and the men are 
thoroughly scorched with the heat and suffo- 
cated with the fumes. However, in course of 
time the charge is fully drawn and the furnace 
is ready for the liquor, which is drawn from 
the two pans inside of the upper chamber, 
which, if they were full, would not contain 
one-quarter enough to fill the incinerating fur- 
nace, the result being that liquor from the 
storage tanks, which has undergone no prac- 
tical evaporation, is run into the incinerating 
furnace. 

The furnace is not filled up at once, but a 
small stream of the solution is permitted to 
run continually until the furnace is full, when 
the stream is checked and only enough is al- 
lowed to run in to compensate for the evapora- 
tion. The coal furnace has a grate surface of 
6 feet square ; the fire is forced by a blast de-

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JouRNAL this week compels the omission 
of the monthly statistics of the imports 
at Boston. These will appear next week. 
A summary of the tabulations will be 
found in the Boston letter. 


THE President in his message to Con- 
gress suggests legislation which © wiil 
enable the Treasury Department to con- 
trol the importation of rags. This recom- 
mendation is the approval of a like sug- 
gestion by the Secretary of the Treasury 
himself in the annual report for his de- 
partment. To obtain a trade expression 
of opinion on these official utterances a 
number of importers and manufacturers 
have been interviewed by one of THE 
JOURNAL'S reporters, and the results of 
such interviews will be found in another 
column. 


SURGEON-GENERAL HAMILTON, of the 
Marine Hospital Service, urges that the 
transport of rags from one State to an- 
other, as wellas their importation, should 
be prohibited in case cholera breaks out 
in this country. To carry out this sug- 
gestion would compel each State to line 
its borders with watchmen, and then the 
proscription would be ineffective. Far 
more danger would accrue from other 
mediums of infection than paper-makers’ 
rags. When once a subject of popular 
interest gets under the rake of medical 
and scientific discussion, it is apt to be 
made ridiculous. What do our paper 
makers think about this ? 

In the consideration of “wood as a 
fibre,” we showed in our issue of Novem- 
ber 8, that “‘ chemical fibre” is to be pre- 
ferred in the dry form, which requires no 
test, but that “ wood pulp” must be han- 
dled in the damp state, and that therefore 
a reliable and uniform method of testing 
for the purpose of ascertaining the dry 
weight in moist pulp is desirable. A 
method is suggested by one English con- 
temporary which from our point of view 
is not sufficient, and which, if practised, 
would, we think, lead to very uncertain 
results. It says: “ Take from the interior 
of, say, every fifth bale, a handful of pulp. 
When all the parcel has been sampled, mix 
the separate pieces well together and se- 
lect two pounds weight. Place this care- 
fully upon the steam boiler in a brown 
paper parcel, loosely closed, or in some 
other convenient spot where no inter- 
ference can be relied upon, and where a 
good moderate heat is to be obtained; 
leave the parcel for, say, four to six hours, 
and then remove it to the office, where the

may say that even dry pulp contains an 
amount of water corresponding to the 
existing quantity in the atmosphere, so 
that 12 to 14 per cent, must always be al- 
lowed.

examination, be found to be only par- | 
tially penetrated, exposing the dry sample | 
to the ordinary atmosphere for an hour, | 
is not sufficient to reduce it to the condi- 
tion of air dryness. Therefore, the first 
requisite to a satisfactory test is that a 
clear and definite understanding must be 
arrived at, between the buyer and the 
seller, as to what condition constitutes dry 
pulp. 

It has been already noted that, in the 
condition of ordinary dryness, pulp will 
contain from 5 to 1o percent. of moisture. 
This is not given as the exact percentage of 
moisture in pulp, but merely to indicate 


the 
condition of pulp when dry and how 


testing it—viz., to decide what is 


that condition can be most certainly pro- 
duced. All honest disputes on the sub- 
ject under consideration arise from a dif- 
ference of opinion on this point, and as we 
look at it there is only one exact method 
of deciding it-—and that is, to make the 
sample of pulp to be tested absolute- 
ly dry; but

Still, the difficulty is not insur- 
mountable. [f wesubmit the question of 
what may be the exact amount of mois- 
ture taken up from the atmosphere to 
capable and disinterested parties, we may 
reach a decision as to what per cent. must 
be added to the absolutely dry pulp which 
will bring it to the condition of ordinary 
dryness, and so establish a standard 
method of testing. The following is 
suggested: 1. Make twenty ounces the 
standard quantity to be taken as a 
test example. 2. Provide a pair of 
scales graded to weigh the quantity in 
1ooths. 3. Have a chamber which can 
be heated by steam or otherwise to a 
temperature sufficiently high to dry the 
sample perfectly. Select a fair sample 
weighing 20 ounces and place it in the 
chamber; after it is perfectly dry weigh 
it. The number of tooths which the dry 
sample will weigh will give the per cent- 
age of dry pulp in the sample, and the 
only computation necessary is to add the 
hygroscopic percentage to determine the 
value of the pulp. It will be seen that 
we ignore the percentage of moisture. 
This is because we think that it has no 
bearing on the value of the pulp, except 
for economy of transportation and for 
this purpose the per cent. of moisture is 
as easily obtained by this method as by 
any other. 


PAPER-STOCK IMPORTS. 

The total imports of rag and paper-stock 
at the port of New York during the month 
ended November 30, as reported, were 48,- 
256 bales, an increase over the correspond- 
ing month of last year of 22,509 bales, and 
an increase, compared with November, 
1882, of 29,639 bales. There was an increase 
from last year in rags of 8,313 bales. Ma- 
nilla stocks show an increase of 129 bales, 
and old papers an increase of 5,333 bales.

Legislation and Rags. 


The recommendation made by Presi- 
dent Arthur in his message to Congress, rela- 
tive to restricting the importation of foreign 
rags, has elicited quite a good deal of com- 
ment among the paper-stock importers of this 
city, as will be seen by the following expres- 
sions of opinion obtained by a reporter of THE 
PAPER TRADE JOURNAL: 

John L. Taylor said: ‘‘ I think that if Con- 
gress will pass some law regulating the im- 
portation of rags, it would be a good thing. 
There should be a statute making some pro- 
vision for the disinfecting of rags on the other 
side, rather than to have rags shut out en- 
tirely, which would be the case under the 
present order if the cholera should extend to 
England and Germany. Ot course, if rags 
were shut out entirely, it would very much in- 
crease their price. I think it would be wise 
for paper manufacturers and others interested 
to come together at this time and draft some 
memorial to Congress, urging the passage of 
a law permitting rags disinfected on the other 
side to be shipped from cholera districts to this. 
country.” 

John H. Lyon expressed himself as follows : 
**T don’t see much in the recommendation to 
express any opinion about. We are import- 
ing all the rags we want now. If there is go- 
ing to be any disinfection, it should be done 
on the other side. 1 concur in the President's 
recommendation to take all the measures pos- 
sible for preventing the cholera from reaching 
our shores. The Government should make 
such provision that any rags should be allowed 
to come if accompanied by a certificate show- 
ing that they had been disinfected on the other 
side.” 

Mr. Goodwin, of Perkins & Goodwin, said : 
‘*T do not favor the passage of a law regulat- 
ing the importation of rags. I do not see any 
necessity for it. It may become necessary, 
but I doubt it. I think, that we have done all 
If 


Germany, and thereby shut out rags entirely, 


or on their arrival here. It would be a very 
difficult process to disinfect rags on the other 








side in my opinion and would unncessarily 
raise the price of stock.” 

Mr. Duncan, of the Hartford Paper Com- 
pany, who is on a visit to this city, was met 
by the reporter of THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL, 
and in response to inquiries, said that he 
thought it would be impossible to get the paper 
manufacturers together for the purpose of tak- 
ing action to urge upon Congress the passage 
of a law regulating the importation of rags, 
because their respective interests were anta- 
gonistic. He thought that the only safeguard 
against cholera was the present order of the 
authorities, which he thought all that was ne- 
cessary for the purpose.” 

Atterbury Brothers said: ‘‘ We heartily fa- 
vor some legislation on the subject. If the 
cholera breaks out in this city or in England 
and Germany, it will utterly ruin the rag busi- 
ness. We think the present means taken to 
keep the cholera out are entirely inadequate, 
and that the only safety lies in disinfecting 
the ragson the other side, Under the present 
arrangement there is no absolute proof that 
some of the rags shipped abroad do not come 
from districts in close proximity to infected 
districts, if not actually from the latter. It 
would be a good thing for paper manufactur- 
ers to take some action to urge upon Congress 
the passage of a law providing for the admis- 
sion of rags from infected ports if accompanied 
by a certificate showing that they had been dis- 
infected. This would have a tendency to 
steady the market and avert disaster which is 
liable to result to the trade under the present 
restrictive order, should the cholera extend to 
England and Germany.” 

W. H. Parsons, Jr., said: ‘‘I do not like 
to say very much about the matter. It has 
always been maintained that cholera could not 
be conveyed in rags. I do not think that 
there is any need of doing any more to pte- 
vent the importation of cholera than has al- 
ready been done. I do not think it wise to 
allow rags to be shipped to this country from 
infected districts, but I do not see any reason 
for shutting out all rags.” 

E. Hatton & Co. : ‘‘If cholera could be im- 
ported in rags we say, shut them out. We 
favor anything which will protect the United 
States from the contagion. We do not be- 
lieve in any disinfecting process, because we 
do not think it would pay packers to boil over 
and disinfect rags on the other side except 
prices should go up here very much. Alto- 
gether we do not believe that cholera can 
be conveyed in rags.” 

Augustine Smith favored the disinfection of 
all rags from infected districts to the satisfac- 
tion of the health authorities. It made no 
difference whether the disinfecting was done 
abroad or here so long as it was done. But 
Mr. Smith strongly opposed disinfecting rags 
shipped from healthy or non-infected ports, 
and was in favor of any restrictions which the 
health authorites felt disposed to place on the 
importation of rags for the protection of the 
public. ‘‘The health officers of different 
States,” added Mr. Smith, ‘‘are to meet in 
Washington on the roth inst., to consult with 
the National Board of Health about the 
proper measures to take in regard to the pre- 
vention of disease. That will be an impor- 
tant meeting, because any recommendations 
they make will have weight.” 

C. C. Woolworth, of Woolworth & Graham, 
said: ‘‘I am in favor of any reasonable regu- 
lations that would give us stability and pro 
tection against the variable orders that we have 
been subjected to since the 30th cf August. 
I see no objection to the trade coming together 
to discuss the matter of urging Congress to 
take some action in relation to the subject. 
This should be acted upon as soon as possible. 
I do not think a law providing for disinfection 
on the other side advisable. The disinfection 
ought to be in this country because shipments 
from scattered ports of the world are centred 
on arrival here at the ports of New York and 
Boston. I have lately returned from Wash- 
ington, where I went to confer with the Treas- 
ury authorities in regard to the importation of 
rags. The Treasury Department is disposed 
to admit rags from infected countries after 
they have been properly disinfected here. 
There is likely to be action taken to this effect 
soon.” 

Some prominent paper-stock importers were 
inclined to think that the use of superheated 
steam in disinfecting rags would be undesir- 
able by dampening them in the process of 
condensation. A gentleman who has con- 
siderable practical knowledge of steam-engines 
claims that this is not a fact. He remarked : 
‘* A superheater would convert the steam into 
hot air. Steam, after passing through the 
superheater, becomes thoroughly dry hot air, 
and while if saturated steam was entered into 
a bale of rags at first, it would condense to a 
certain degree as soon as the temperature 
of the bale reached 250° Fahr., the heat of 
the rags would dry any dampness that might 
have been in the bale while it was at a tem- 
perature of 60° to 80° Fahr.”

One of the leading importers of rags made 
application at Boston for the entry of a ship- 
ment of rags from London, which was not 
accompanied by the-consular certificate. The 
absence of this certificate was accounted for 
on the ground that it was probably due to 
inadvertence. The authorities have been in- 
clined to refuse the application, believing that 
the omission was not an inadvertence, but 
that the consul in London was unable to cer- 
tify that the rags came from non-infected 
[ocalities. 

A Philadelphia paper says that the managers 
of the Academy of Music there are having 
manufactured for them an asbestos drop-cur- 
tain which is designed as a safeguard against 
fire originating on the stage or in the flies from 
communicating to the auditorium. Asbestos 
is a well-known incombustible material, and 
the new curtain is composed of about two- 
thirds of it and one-third cotton. It is about 
as thick as a Wilton carpet. If a fire breaks 
out on the stage, the falling of this curtain will 
place a perfect barrier between the stage and 
the audience, as the sides of the stage will also 
be well protected with asbestos board, lined 
with wire-cloth. The Chalmers-Spence Com- 
pany, of New York, is the manufacturer of the 
curtain, and holds a contract to furnish it 
complete. . 


Surgeon-General Hamilton, of the Marine 
Hospital Service, in his annual report recom- 
mends that hereafter no rags shall be imported 
into-the United States, or be transported from 
one State to another, until they have been 
boiled or otherwise disinfected, under such 
regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe. In regard to the supposed 
danger of the introduction of disease to this 
country by means of immigrants through 
Canada, the Surgeon-General says: ‘‘ The 
quarantine regulations of Canada are even 
more stringent than those of the United States, 
and the supposed danger of infection from im- 
migrants or from over the sea has been over- 
rated ; furthermore, the Canadian health offi- 
cers are now acting in harmony with our own. 


A despatch from Montreal, dated December 
3, says that Alexander Buntin, of the Valley- 
field paper mills, stood his trial at the city as- 
sizes for misdemeanor in obtaining a prefer- 
ence from the Exchange Bank after it failed, 
and while acting as director. He withdrew 
$9,000 which he had deposited in his own 
name as trustee for a widow and her family, 
but when advised by his lawyer that he had 
done an illegal act, he immediately replaced 
the money with interest. The jury, however, 
found him guilty, as the evidence was admit- 
ted, and Judge Monk sentenced Mr. Buntin to 
ten days’ imprisonment in the common jail, 
but acquitted him of any intention to defraud 
the creditors of the bank, as he thought at the 
time he drew the money it was able to pay its 
depositors.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The demand 
for loanable funds has been quickened to some 
extent by the more active condition of the 
stock market, and slightly higher rates for call 
loans have prevailed. As high as 3 per cent. 
has been paid, but 1'4@2 per cent. represents 
the bulk of the transactions. Commercial

THE PAPER TRADE.—There is a slightly 
better feeling prevailing in the trade, although 
the volume of transactions has not materially 
increased. Conservatism in operations of 
almost every character is still the rule and not 
the exception, or, in other words, buying and 
selling of merchandise in almost all depart- 
ments of trade is on the hand-to-mouth prin- 
ciple. Manufacturing industries are still coping 
with overproduction, and values, with scarcely 
an exception, are lower than they have been 
in many years, but it is to be hoped that 
through the restriction of production so gen- 
erally in progress at this time in nearly every 
industrial pursuit, that at no distant day it will 
result in restoring equilibrium to the law of 
supply and demand. Production is being so 
curtailed that surplus stocks of paper are being 
more readily absorbed than was the case a 
month ago, and this is particularly so in the 
line of fine writings, manufacturers of which 
started up their mills on, Monday, after a week's 
shut-down, and in some instances supplies are 
so near actual daily requirements that even 
a small increase in the demand would produce 
a temporary scarcity and a stiffening up of 
prices. Poster Papers furnish an instance of 
the weaker feeling in Print Papers generally. 
It has only been a comparatively short time 
when a good grade of these were sold at 7c., 
and now the same grade is offered at 53(c. 
Manillas hold their own about as well as any 
grade on the list, and although prices are a 
little firmer than they were, as most of the 
manufacturers are making deliveries to deal- 
ers on old orders, they have not derived much 
benefit from the improvement. Straw Wrap- 
pings are very dull, and show a weaker ten- 
dency notwithstanding that manufacturers 
have to pay $16.50 for rye straw, and complain 
that they can scarcely make any profit. 


JUTE BUTTS. — The market is fairly 
strong, but quiet, the transactions reported 
including 1,000 bales paper quality at 1 13-16c., 
200 bales do. do. at 17%c., and 100 bales at 
I 15-16c. Nothing has been done in futures, 
as far as we can learn, nor have any transac- 
tions been made in spinning quality. Stock 
in New York and Boston on December 1, 54,- 
300 bales ; same time in 1883, 53,850 bales ;

for mixing, and 17%@2c. for paper qualities. 
Futures no change.” 

WOOD PULP.—The market is void of a 
single new feature, the production continuing 
very full and prices more or less nominal. 
Poplar meets with a very moderate demand at 
13{c., and Spruce is offered freely at 2@2\c. 
according to the quality. Some small lots of 
Wet Norwegian Pulp have been sold this week 
at 1.72%c., and prime dry white is quoted at 
1.80c, The imports this week were 5,645 
bales, and the total for the month, 8,734 bales. 


WOOD FIBRE.—The market for Chemical 
Fibre remains pretty much the same as a week 
ago, the production still being kept up to such 
an extent as to give very little strength to 
values, The Chemical Fibre Association will 
have a meeting in this city on Wednesday 
next, when it is probable that some action will 
be taken to limit the product with a view to 
strengthening prices.

near to their own views as to values, Con- 
sumers appear to have the impression that no 
further restrictions for some time to come 
will be placed upon the importation of rags on 
account of the cholera in Europe, and that 
there will be v-ry little probability of any 
scarcity of stock, and they are conducting 
their purchases upon the basis of plentiful 
supplies. Values are beginning to feel the 
effect of the large importations of the past few 
weeks, and it is probable that the receipts 
this month will be even larger than last month, 
which were by far the largest for any 
month record, although a considerable 
portion came in on manufacturers’ account, 
and was not placed on the market. The ques- 
tion of the disinfection of stock is still being 
agitated, and it is probable that some action 
will be taken at the present session of Con- 
gress looking to the adoption of some precau- 
tionary measures to guard against the intro- 
duction of cholera. The Treasury Depart- 
ment has been asked to permit the importa- 
tion of rags from infected ports, provided 
that they shall be disinfected, and assurances 
are said to have been given that this will be 
conceded if the disinfection can be done effec- 
tually. The imports this week aggregate 18,- 
424 bales and bags, embracing 6,345 bales 
Rags, 1,600 bales Old Papers, 4,834 bales Ma- 
nillas, and 5,645 bales Wood Pulp. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—The large receipts of 
foreign stock continues to have a depressing 
effect upon the market for rags packed here, 
and under the influence of a moderate demand 
from the mills, prices have eased off about 
an \%c. during the week. The writing mills 
started up again on Monday and dealers are 
beginning to receive more orders, and were it 
not for the large offerings of foreign rags 
would feel some encouragement considering 
the time of the year. The range for No.1 
City Whites is 44@4%c., and No. 2 do., 24% 
@2%c. Some little excitement was created 
this week by the recommendation contained 
in the report of Surgeon-General Hamilton, 
published this week, that hereafter no rags 
shall be imported into the United States or 
‘‘transferred from one State to another until 
they have been disinfected.” This, of course, 
will apply to domestic as well as foreign rags, 
and, if this recommendation is adopted, will 
cause an appreciation in prices, and some 
holders are disposed to wait rather than ac- 
cept the prices now offering. 


BAGGING, &c.—The receipts of Gunny 
Bagging, Manilla Rope and Jute stocks of 
various kinds have been quite full this week, 
but there has not been sufficient actual busi- 
ness done to fairly test the temper of the mar- 
ket. The transactions we have heard of do 
not indicate further weakness in prices, which, 
like those of Jute Butts, may be quoted fairly 
steady at the moment, although the indications 
are that there will be a weaker market in the 
near future. The nominal price for No. 1 
Manchester is 1%@r1 15-16c., and No. 2 do. 
154@1%c., with sales of some small parcels 
within this range. Manilla Rope is weak and 
slow to move—3 I-16@3 %c. asked for English, 
and 3 3-16@3c. for Domestic Jute Rope is 
2¥c. for Clean, and Threads range from 23%c.

The following interview, lately had 
with Thomas Drew Stetson, of this city, the 
patent expert who secured the Francke patents 
in this country, is of much interest, as express- 
ing the views of an opponent. 

Mr. Stetson, on being asked by THE Jour- 
NAL reporter ‘‘ What is your understanding of 
the result of the recent movement to annul the 
Mitscherlich patent in Germany ?” replied : 

‘‘That the part annulled is the only part 
which is of any importance to the paper trade.” 

** Please explain.”’ 

‘It is declared invalid for manufacturing 
cellulose.” 

‘* How about the recovery of the sulphurous 
acid?” 

‘* It is a small point. 
tion for making wood pulp is manufactured to- 


Acid bi-sulphite solu- 


day by putting limestone in a tall tower and 
trickling water down through it while fumes 
from roasting pyrites rise through the spaces. 
The fumes combine with the water and then 
the water attacks the lime and forms bi-sulphite 
solution. It don’t have time to get all the 
lime it wants to make a neutral bi-sulphite ; it 
has a little free sulphurous acid just in the 
right proportion to treat wood successfully. 
According to Mitscherlich’s patent he can re- 
cover a small quantity of the sulphurous acid 
after the solution has been used, but only that 
part which remains free, and only such part ot 
that part as can be driven off by a proper effort 
and delay from the spent solution. Lead that 
through a pipe to the tower and send it up 
through the interstices in the limestone, allow- 
ing it to combine with the water and attack 
the lime the same as if it came from pyrites 
and you get a corresponding increase in the 
product of bi-sulphite. Francke distils another 
shovelful of pyrites instead.” 

‘Then you think it does not pay to use that 
part of the Mitscherlich patent?” 

‘* Sulphurous acid is cheap; the apparatus, 
the material and the labor for making it from 
pyrites are cheap. I say decidedly, it will 
not pay in this country to delay the delivery 
of the stock to try to recover the little free acid 
that is in it.” 

** Do you not esteem the other parts remain- 
ing valid to be of any value?” 

** Yes ; the manufacture of tannic acid when 
bark is treated may be important in other arts. 
The manufacture of acetic acid may be of 
profit to somebody. So with regard to ad- 
hesive material to take the place of pacti, or 
gum-arabic. “These points for tanners, pickle- 
makers and bookbinders contain all there is 
left of importance in the Mitscherlich patent
